NO BACKING 
FOR FRANCE 
LAMENTED 


Dr. Roz Says His Country 
Is Only Seeking Her Just 
Dues 


France is disappointed with the 
lack of co-operation of her allies 
in her fight to gain her prewar 
status and in her effort to recon- 
strua her devastated territories, 
according to Dr. Firmin Roz, direc- 
tor pf the National Bureau of 
French Uniyersities, who was the 
speaker at a banquet last night of 
the University Club. 

“France has made the supreme 
fight, and having made it, is now 
trying to the best of her ability to 
heal wounds of the war,” he said. 
“Since 1914' no building of any 
kind has been erected in Paris, or 
in provinces not touched by the 
war, but all available builders 
have been sent to the devastated 
areas to help in rebuilding a new 
France. 

“When the French troops were 
sent into Germany, it was thought 
by the heads of the French gov- 
ernment that Germany, as an in- 
dustrial nation, would appreciate 
the just demands of the French. 
France in her attempt to collect 
indemnities, has encountered the 
worst forM of resistance, that of 
passive resistance, but the French 
intend to stay in Germany until 


that Berlin will pay her just tues.”
